This does 
not include those in the five civilized 
tribes, which constitute one fourth of 
the Indian population. Some of the 
tribes suffer terribly from trachoma,

Martin.J. Ilentley, a recognized au- 


thority on Indian subjects, recently 
testified befoie the Senate Committee 
on Indians that in some of the Western 
tribes that arc so sorely alrlictcd with 
the two dread diseases, the main cause 
is extreme poverty. These Indians, 
Mr. I'.cutley said, are neither sufficient- 
ly housed nor clothed nor fed; the full 
blooded, or timber Indians in some 
localities n.ul become so reduced that 
their food consisted largely of rabbits, 
roots and bark. 


The annual gratuity appropriations 


of Congress for the support of the 
Indians are paid out principally in 
salaries to the upwards of 6,000 em- 
ployes of the Indian bureau, by far 
thcgrcaterpart of the money appro- 
priated for this purpose going- into the 
salary checks of the bureau clerks and 
officers, and for the maintenance of 
the 
offices 
in 
which the 
bureau 


officials do their work.

In order that this amendment to tho 


Constitution may have force and effect, 
it must be ratified formally by the leg- 
islatures

three-fourths 
of 
the 


states There are forty-eight states in 
the Union, nnd so thirty-six of them 
must take affirmative action before tile 
amendment becomes effective.

teen states can defeat the amendment 
either by "vetoing" it or by declining 
to act at all

tors by ,the people direct Instead of by 
the state legislatures will Iteep up an
